spect I consider the wath'has done much harm, 
particularly as coming from « gentleman ‘who is 
known to have been in practice far many 
years as a conveyancer,, inasmuch as it hos 
tended to exite hopes as to the improvement 
and simplification of our laws of property, which 
1 am satisfied ean never be realized, and as 
tending to create a prejudices against ali those who 
do not think the roed tq reform so straight and 
so broad as Mr. Ilumphreys conceives it to be. 
Although I believe few persons at the bar con- 
versant with laweof real property will be found 
to concur with Mr. Humphreys, in his sugges- 
tions as to a new code, yet I am satisfied few 
will be found whe do not agree with him in 
thinking the present state of the laws an abso- 
late diegrace to the country, and an unfair tax 
on property, and a restraint on its transniasion. 
I believe every conveyancer is couvinced that 
many important and beneficial alterations may 
be made. For myself, I beg to state, once for 
all, that I have no prejudices in favor of the doc- 
trines of contingent remainders, the operation 
and machinery of fines and recoveries, and the 
whole host of fictions, which have «arisen from 
the feudal system, laws of tenure, entails, &c. 
1 do not conceive the happiness or the indepen- 
dence of the people will be prejudiced one jot by 
the romoval of all these, and of every other law 
which makes the model of transfer and the te- 
nure of property at once expensive and uncer- 
tain. The practice of nearly nineteen years as 
a conveyancer has not had the effect of blinding 
nie to the utter imperfection of the present state 
ofthe law. I know it is the fashion to think 
otherwise of lawyers, though 1 believe this is 
doing them, asa claas, injustice; there may be 
some few exceptions; some who, having long ex- 
hibited in the arena with success, feel a linger- 
ing love for the field of their profit and glory, 
and conceive no system’ can be better than 
that which enabled them to show their ingenui- 
ty, and which tended toth<ie emolument. The 
fact is, the evil haa been long felt, and the laws 
have ever been in a constant, though in most 
cases extremely slow and désultory, state of al- 
teration and improvement.’

Gaaxrt had both, long ago, said that wills of 

reonal property should be put on the same 
i with those disposing of real estate; but 
nothing of the kind had ever been done. He 
added:—** Another, perhaps almost the greatest 
evil, has arisen from the allowance of a greater 


made without any reference to the technical lan- 
guage necessary in deeds. The Judges take the 
best means in their power of ascertaining (what 
is often declared by them in despair to be impos. 
sible—namely) the intention of the testator; and 
in doing this they are often hampered and con- 
founded by the variety of rules which have been 
laid down to govern the construction of wills; 
and in many cases, by reason of the bounds es- 
tablished by these very rules to give effect to 
the intention, decide from a choice of evils con- 
trary to what was the obvious meaning. In ad- 
dition to this, parties taking under wills inaccu- 
rately framed are ignorant of the extent of their 
interests; generations may go on for nearly a 
century or more before they ean ascertain whe- 
ther they have a fee or only a qualified estate. 
Numerous difficulties grise in the examination of 
titles, as to what is the meaniag of limitations 
in wills, and the result is, that a large proper- 
tion of property is constantly kept out of the 
market by reason that the interests of the par- 
ties are so undefined that they cannot be ascer- 
tained with certainty. I admit thas every faci- 
lity should be given for the disposal of property, 
but then I do not think it too much to require 
that the disposal should be effected by apt and 
certain words, so that the interest should be 
clearly ascertainable, and that technical words 
for defining such iaterests should be adopted, as 
is donc in the case of deeds; and then I think 
it would result that, as in the case of deeds, lit- 
tle of no difficulty would arise in the construc- 
tion of testamentary dispositions. The difficulty 
and injustice arising from the present !ititudle, 
and the vast proportion of the time of the court 
which is occupied in the construction of wills, 
have been complained of by almust every judge 
who has sat on the bench. At first aa iaconve- 
nience might be felt from the habite of the peo- 
ple, but this would soon cease; the few plain 
technical rules as to the construction of deeds 
would be understood and adopted. Ia Scotland, 
where there is no difference in the law of con- 
struction of diferent mstruments, the inconve- 
niences I have noticed do not arise; although 
many inconvenient rules fettering the testamen- 
tary disposition exist there, which I would net, 
of course, propose to in troduce."'

On Tuesday night we had a treat of the very 
best kind, in an exhibition of the chef d'aeuvre 
of the English Opera, Gay's immortal piece; 
which, through all the vicissitudes of taete and 
fashion, has never failed to delight by the charms 
of its music, and the witty satire of the dialogue; 
notwithstanding the too great freedom of its 
style, and its coarseness of character. Consi-' 
dering the time when it was written, rather more 
than a century ago, and the circumstance that 
it was the first piece brought on the stage that 
could fairly claim the title of am Eaglish Opera, 
it is certainly one of the most extraordinary, ag 
well es most original productions, of the British 
drama. It was this feature of originality, that 
eo puzzled Pope, Arbuthnot, and Swift, when 
their friend, the author, before his play was put 
into the hands of Rich, the Manager, consulted 
them as to its probable success. The last named 
of the three wits, when he returned the manu- 
script, said that ‘‘it would either take prodi- 
giously, or be confoundedly d—d."" Its success 
was 80 great, that it was said ve have made Gay 
rich, and Rich gay. 

The songs of Macheath, as given by Pear- 
MAN, were, as well as I can judge, never sur- 
passed on our stage; and the part was acted in 
amaoner creditable te the performer. Stowe’ 
Peachum and Jevrenson's Locket were goud, 
throughout. Their quarrel, in defence of their 
honour, was very diverting 
bas clever talents in his line, ‘mado Filch a very 
pleasant cut purse.
